EERHAPS in the end it will prove to be a good thing for 
Liberalism in Alberta that its ambitious young leader, 
Mr. E. L. Gray of Brooks, should at this time accept the 
nomination for the Edmonton by-election, tendered him 


by the chairman of the so-called Peoples’ Party following 
Beveral secret conferences. 


The manner in which Mr. Gray was forced upon the 
Liberal Party without having first won his spurs or 
acquiring reputation as a Liberal, and the device by which | 
he tricked the Calgary Convention into a seeming approval | 
of his proposal to end Liberalism and substitute “co- 
operation” with the various Tory groups in Alberta, gave 
rise to questioning in many Liberal quarters. His fusion- 
ist impulse was forgiven as an honest blunder by a well- 
meaning tyro, who had not been long enough in public 
life to understand the impossibility of linking the Liberal 
Party with the party of “sound money,” high interest and 
special privilege, without sacrificing the integrity and 
value of Liberalism. 


The Bulletin was numbered among those that took a 
lenient view of the young man’s blunder. At the time the 
vacancy in the Edmonton seat occurred it gave editorial 
support to a proposal that Mr. Gray be offered the Liberal 
nomination. 


Mr. Gray at that time made it known that under no 
consideration would he accept the Edmonton Liberal nom- 
ination. This decision was accepted as a wise and modest 
one from a young man who had no contact with city 
affairs, and who preferred to wait until circumstances 
opened a seat in one of the southern agricultural ridings. 
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It has since been made to appear that Mr. Gray was 
not sincere in his refusal, While he did not desire a Liberal 
nomination with its financial restrictions and embarrassing 
promises to deal drastically with high interest rates, he 
was angling for a nomination from the parties who repre- 
sent the chartered banks and financial institutions of Can- 
ada. He now notifies the party which represents the finan- 
cial institutions that he will “gladly accept” their offer, 
coupled with the cool proposal that he will take the Liberal | 
nomination which he declined before the party of the finan- 
ciers expressed their desire that he represent them. 


If this spirit of duplicity is to be the new note in Liberal 
politics in Alberta, it may be just as well to face it now and | 
deal effectively with it, before any general election comes 
upon the province. The issue is “Shall the Liberal Party 
remain true to the reform platform so courageously advo- 
cated by its recent leader, Mr. W. R. Howson and the Lib- 
eral candidates in the 1935 election or sell itself, body and | 
boots, to the financial racketeers who have brought | 
Alberta to its present desperate state.” 


It is a question in which more than Liberals may prop- 
erly join issue against the common foe.

OTTAWA, Sept. 14—The Trades 
Q@nd Labor Congress of Canada ap- 
proved calling for

THE APPEAL TO “HISTORY” 

From rare sources does Mr. Aberhart 
draw the Canadian instances upon which he 
builds arguments, to his mind effective? He has 
made a number of remarkable statements far 
outside the known records—as for instance that 
Newfoundland was the parent colony of Canada. 
But none has been odder than his charge that the 
Dominion government, with the King govern- 
ment directly named, did not disallow a Mani- 
toba act which had been declared “ultra vires” by 
the Privy Council fifty years ago 

If a Manitoba act was found to be “ultra vires” 
fifty years ago, it would not be possible to dis- 
allow it because the act would cease to exist once 
the judgment was rendered. In any case, how 
could the King government, which came into 
office in 1921, disallow an act which apparently 
was passed about fifty years ago when the power 
of disallowance lapses if not employed within 
twelve months of the passage of an act? 

It is possible that Mr. Aberhart had some 
vague memory that once upon a time one of the 
party cries in a memorable Dominion election 
was that the electors should “implement” what 
was represented to.them incorrectly as a binding 
judgment of the Privy Council. This, however, 
was in 1896; and the provincial legislation re- 
ferred to, the Manitoba School Act of 1890, was 
already beyond the stage of disallowance by a 
margin of five years. Moreover, twenty-six years 
were to lapse before Mr. King came to office. That 
Mr. Aberhart should try to find support for his 
present position by going back forty years to an 
incident that at no point has any bearing on the 
existing issue, casts a further illumination upon 
the range of his knowledge and his mental 
processes.— Winnipeg Free Press.

A Day in Canadian History 


Do you know that on this date in 
1814, Canada, thought et war, gave 
thanks for peace? Paradoxical, but 
true. We were still in the midst of 
the war with the United States; we 
were nearing those glorious last 
weeks when Gordon Drummond 
ond his regulars aided by Canadian 


militia were to clear the Niagara 
peninsula of the enemy and invade 
New York state; yet by official 
orders from London a day of 
thanksgiving for the peace with 


France wes ordered and duly ob- 
served with much religious fervor 
and the singing of Te Deums in the 
Roman Catholic churches of Que- 
bec and parish churches, and in the 
larger Anglican churches in Upper 
Canada. A historian of the Niagara 
district described the day as one 
when it was necessary to have your 
prayer in one hand and your sword 
in the other! 


Fifty-four years before (1760) Te 
Deums had been sung at Montreal 
by Church of England chaplains 
when the first Anglican services 
wert held at Montreal to “give 
thanks for the great success of His 
Majesty's arms’.
